Stated simple language, the aim 
education the arts may said 
enable the child see, feel, and 
express beauty. its nature, the term 
“beauty” elusive, and, the final anal- 
ysis, may admitted largely de- 
pendent subjective view. For this rea- 
son, extremely important, treating 
the artistic with reference the small 
child, particularly his expression beauty, 
that caution taken appreciate beauty 
for what the child and according 
his standards immaturity. vital 
that the child have this contact with 
beauty; without it, his life not complete. 
Man’s spiritual soul seeks its nourish- 
Ment the artistic and the beautiful just

material. Beauty the reflection God, 
its Creator, and tends calm and neu- 
tralize the unrest and unpleasantness 
work-a-day world. Max Schoen has ex- 
pressed the idea succinctly thus: 


Beauty rids the load eager 
wishes with which are usually bur- 
dened through emotion. Beauty never 
creates anger, fear, resentment, envy, 
pose, moment perfect peace, during 
which all the powers and processes 
body and mind are functioning har- 
moniously, and which leaves 
state heightened vitality physically, 
and exaltation, 


Graphic and Speech Arts 

The subject the arts, when applied 
the education the young child, may 
said include music, art, literature, and 
speech, with their kindred branches. Thus, 
music will include singing, instrumental 
performance, listening, and 
sponse dancing. Art comprehends vari- 
ous forms expression: design and color, 
graphic expression, plastics, handcraft, and 
industrial arts. Literature perhaps even 
more inclusive than the former two, em- 
bracing storytelling, creative verse, choral 
speaking, dramatization featuring panto- 
mime, puppets, shadow plays, and creative 
dramatics. Because the extensive treat- 
ment that would necessary for con- 
sideration all fine art, the present paper 
limited graphic arts and speech arts. 
Music and dance, therefore, will not 
treated here. 


Emphasize Appreciation 
Contemporary theory distinguishes be- 
tween appreciation and performance al- 
most all levels art education, but there 
one indication that fine distinctions need

This opinion reiterated Helena 
Donze her article “Art for the Develop- 
ing Child,” 

“To keep pace with the developing child, 
there are number principles worth 
remembering. Content and not form should 
worked for first. Certainly, large coarse 
movements should precede small fine ones. 
Concrete examples should precede origi- 
nality performance. Materials such 
sand, clay, wooden blocks, heavy cord 
should precede use scissors, crayon, and 

With the new impetus given training 
the arts there has been evident tend- 
ency lower the old academic barriers 
that isolated each the several arts into 
separate entities according their sense 
impression the medium and technique 
employed their production. The present 
trend rather let the arts amalgamate, 
and function mutual assistance vital 
factors the fine art living well. 

This newer conception the arts due 
largely the changed conception edu- 
cation. The old education saw the learner

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learned; assumed that its chief and best 
offering was collection facts and 
training skills. Psychology has changed 
this attitude. The new education sees the 
learner whole organism, subject 
physical, social, spiritual forces. Its cur- 
riculum must give rich experiences aiding 
the individual achieve self-realization. 
the introduction this new aspect 
education that has brought the new trends 
the arts. 


Art Experience for All 


Until recently, art the field educa- 
tion, has been thought important only 
those children who are particularly en- 
dowed with artistic talent. The emphasis 
made late years the well-balanced 
training the individual has made aes- 
thetic experience play important part 
the education every child. The school 
today asks for the child, and attempts 
give him, breadth experiences for his 
personal enrichment. Art field prolific 
experience beauty that will make 
life more worth while for each individual. 

Everyone has inherent capacity 
experience beauty; how much each will 
realize and appreciate it, however, de- 
pendent upon training. Even very young 
children will respond beauty the color, 
line, and form their toys. Every child, 
too, will exhibit instinctive urge draw 
and scribble, manipulate objects and 
construct. necessary, therefore, that 
this natural bent toward artistic expression 
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nourished and fostered. wait until 
the child enters school undoubtedly post- 
poning the time unnecessarily. The two- 
and three-year-old just vitally 
cerned this matter the youngster 
the primary grades. Art has much 
offer the child; the child has much that 
wants express through the medium 
art. 

The modern art program character- 
ized several features which differentiate 
sharply from the older philosophy gov- 
erning artistic training and expression. 
These characteristics may not all found 
many, any one, the modern 
schools subscribing the new philosophy, 
but they are, general, outstanding fea- 
tures the more recent trend. 


Self-Expression 


Primarily, art should medium and 
mode self-expression. The young child 
brimming with life, and joy, and ideas 
that wishes share with others. His 
limited vocabulary prevents him from giv- 
ing full satisfaction this urge, and 
resorts graphic expression much 
the same way that primitive 
sponded instinct drawing pictures 
rocks and walls caves. Modern art 
teaching holds that color and form should 
provide the outlet for the release emo- 
tion and the expression ideas. This 
possible only the child allowed draw 
things sees and feels them, with 
freedom and abandon. The typical picture 
the early art education showed all the

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children seated their desks, copying 
pulously from some stereotyped drawing 
pinned the blackboard. depart from 
the original “model” was unheard and 
frowned upon. means must the child 
permitted experiment and “‘putter” 
around will. contrast this, the 
modern school permits the youngster 
spread his work the floor, stand 
desk, drawing things his choice, from 
his imagination from his direct and in- 
direct experiences. 

second principle the modern school 
cautions against the imposition adult 
standards the work the child. 
cators today not intend expect 
make artist out every child; neither 
they aim develop great technical skill 
all children. They merely ask that the 
child permitted his work the 
child level, and that his productions 
judged the light his limited ability 
and his youthful mind. The modern school 
concerned, not much with results 
with the attitude the child. 


Variety Materials 


Probably the sharpest 
tween the old and new philosophies gov- 
erning art education concerns the forms 
art expression. Formerly, the child was 
limited drawing with crayon pencil, 
occasionally with brush and paint, 
form sheets paper. The restrictions 
these few media have been thrust aside, 
and today the child who cannot satisfy 
himself through one form expression 
may have recourse another. Opaque 
poster paint, wax crayon, pencil, charcoal, 
water color, tempera paint, finger paint, 
and clay are among the materials that are 
his disposal. Not only drawing 
but unprinted newspaper, brown wrapping 
paper, all sizes are the recipients the 
large, bold strokes the youthful artist 
and experimenter. His utilization thes 
various media will depend upon his own 
interest and ability; will differ 
passes through the succeeding stages 
development. 


Aims Teaching Art 


The aims the art program the light 
recent trends have been repeatedly 
merated and described various 
ponents the modern school.

art principles order, simplicity, balance, 
emphasis, repetition, and rhythm; give 
knowledge correct use tone, line, 
color, form, and texture.

develop desirable habits and atti- 
tudes and standards taste. Such stand- 
ards taste are form the background 
for the individual’s entire life and are 
largely influential determining his 
recreational life and his attitude toward his 
environment and physical surroundings. 

Most educators agree that there are 
definite stages the art development 
the child. Donze, speaking the child 
until has passed through adolescence, 
distinguishes four stages: 


The scribble stage, beginning 
the second year and continuing until 
the child four five. 

stage, otherwise called the creative 
stage. this time the child draws what 
knows about object and not what 
sees. 

The self-conscious stage appearing 
the period from fourteen years 
age. Here the child becomes critical, 
sees his drawings poor and weak, 
loses his creative charm, and can per- 
haps best helped mechanical 
drawing and decorative art. 

The stage rebirth artistic in- 


This viewpoint the child’s art devel- 
opment coincides rather closely with Tom- 
linson’s statement growth 

Since the present treatment concerned 
with the child the lower school level, 
might well scan the three stages 
the young child’s growth art presented 
The Primary Manual the Cincinnati 
Public Schools: 


The Manipulative Stage. The young 
child likes handle and manipulate 
materials; but his attention span short, 
and tires easily. Good manipula- 
tive materials are pegs, beads, simple 
large puzzles, clay, paint, crayon, finger 
paint, large and small blocks, toys, 
Paper, and scissors. Minute 
cate materials confuse and fail 
satisfy him. Although the art results 
this stage are crude, the child satisfied 
with his product and happy the

Symbolic Schematic Stage. 
the symbolic stage, the child creates 
easily, but the product which full 
meaning him, has little significance 
others. The teacher may work with the 
child and clarify his concepts. She 
should refrain from suggesting mature 
ideas and techniques which might cause 


the child alter lose his independent 
creative thinking. 


Realistic Stage. Ultimately the child 
expresses his experiences and interests 
realistically. His picture may show not 
only house, but also child picking 
flowers front the house. may 
paint not only tree, but also birds 
flying their nests the tree.

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Conferences With Parents 

present plan meet the parents 
individually two three times year, 
perhaps during November and April, and 
any other occasion which would benefit 
the child. shall arrange appointments 
convenient time for both parties.

both anecdotes and specimens work. 
With these mind may have some 
questions which feel the parents Dan 
can answer. Together shall talk about 
their cherished son, each helping the other 
understand him better and thereby pro- 
vide him with opportunities for more ef- 
fective learning.

Admiration and Suspicion

always shared our non-Catholic friends. 
Some are suspicious it. Others look upon 
“the hierarchy”; they claim that parents 
are “forced” send their children pa- 
schools. Certain misconceptions and 
misapprehensions are quite common the 
popular mind: Catholic schools 
children only the catechism and Bible 
stories”; “they are divisive influence 
like ours which has been nur- 


tured public school education”; “they 
old-fashioned and reactionary”; “they 
can’t keep with the public schools”; 

‘they are isolated from the community”; 

are keeping the public schools from 
getting federal aid”; etc.

Lay Publicity Needed 


other fields Catholic activity, 
the voice the layman and laywoman 
singly group has not been articu- 
late enough telling the story Catholic 
education giving rightful place 
the American More important, 
this lay voice has remained almost silent 
selling the American public the posi- 
tive aspect Catholic education: its raison 
its philosophy, its contributions, and 
its logical stand number issues 
(v.g., federal aid). 

Perhaps the reason for this silence 
that parent groups have been spending too 
much time and energy “fund raising” 
campaigns for their schools either 
build them equip them. Necessary 
these drives may be, frequently they 
boomerang far public relations are 
concerned. Members the community in- 
cessantly approached for contributions 
the “Catholic school” might look upon such 
endeavors symptoms that the school 
indifferently equipped lacking those fea- 
tures which have come regarded 


essential thorough education. The 
Catholic school comes their attention 
cafeteria equipment! 


Interpret the School Public 


The foregoing not intended depre- 
cate the laudable efforts parents’ clubs 
give their Catholic schools the best 
point out that there can and there has 
been overemphasis “fund raising” 
too many Catholic school parent group 
and not enough stress how the group can 
help improve the relations between its 
school and the general public. auxil- 
iary the Catholic school, one its main 
jobs should interpret the school 
the public; show the contribution the 
school toward the common good; prove 
that the patrons the schools the par- 
ents— are conscious their social and 
civic responsibility; ready join 
and even lead enterprises that will re- 
dound the interest city, state, 
country; work jointly with principals 
and teachers civic and cultural matters 
which call for the co-operation pupils; 
and articulate issues vital the 
community. 


Civic Activities Parents’ Group 

The parent group bears the name the 
Catholic school with which affiliated 
and hence any its worth-while under- 
takings will be* connected with and even 
attributed the school itself. order 
have generous share such undertak- 
ings, the group should have number 
active committees, each properly chaired 
and staffed. the work comprehensive 
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enough, person the committee can 
assigned the responsibility publicizing 
its activities. the very least, every par- 
ent group should have publicity com- 
mittee. Such committee can kept busy 
the year round informing the public 
the activities the group whole and 
the contributions such committees 
those on: Religion the Home (discussion 
clubs for parents, days recollection), 
Civic Contacts (membership mayors 
committees, safety campaigns), Health 
(talks doctors, participation projects 
local health departments), Cultural Ac- 
tivities (opera, symphony, musical pro- 
grams), Red Cross (home nursing classes, 
child care), Patriotic Endeavors (bond 
drive, civil defense), etc. addition, the 
group can partake, the name the 
school, such seasonal activities the 
Community Chest campaign, manning 
booths for and otherwise assisting various 
humanitarian undertakings those the 
Tuberculosis League, the League for Better 
Hearing, the March Dimes, the Easter 
Seal Campaign, etc. can also devote 
some its energy the Boy and Girl 
Scout movement training and supplying 
leaders, and youth rallies and other 
activities directly indirectly connected 
with the school. 


Diocesan, State, and National Groups 

Such co-operation all the more effec- 
tive when inspired and stimulated 
organization such diocesan, city, 
county, state Council Catholic Parent 
Groups. Such council, composed 
number units, can serve not only 
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Clearinghouse for all member groups 
but also one voice for Catholic parents. 
composed laymen and laywomen 
all presidents their own local groups. 
basis what individual lay person 
individuals within group can do. Ancillary 
the Catholic school system, 
integral part it. 

the Archdiocese New Orleans, the 
Council Catholic School Co-operative 
Clubs, composed some groups, has 
rendered signal services the field 
public relations.

July 1785, John Barry, the “Father the American 
Navy,” retired from active participation the cause the 
American Revolution. Even readers the history the 
Revolution this ardent Catholic not familiar figure, for 
has rather been by-passed unfair historians favor his 
intimate colleague, the much better known John Paul Jones. 

The proximity the sea his birthplace was born 
Tacumshane, the Atlantic coast Wexford County, Ireland, 
1745, the son John and Catharine Barry early instilled 
him the spirit wanderlust that the age about 
had already begun sail regularly between Philadelphia and 
the various British ports. 

Early 1775 Barry espoused the cause the American 
colonies. But there was American navy for this sea-roving lad; 
Congress had ships. was, however, the type that was 
well fitted for the establishing infant navy; and when 
Congress purchased two merchant ships armed cruisers, Cap- 
tain Barry was placed command one the squadron the 
14-gun “light brig” Lexington. The other was named the Reprisal. 
His commission was dated December (Remember Pearl Har- 
bor!), 1775, the very first issued the Marine Committee 
the Continental Congress. Thus became the first officer com- 
missioned equip and command armored warship fight 
for America’s freedom. 

was this Lexington, captained the Irishman Barry, that 
made the first capture vessal war regular American 
cruiser battle April 1776. The incident was sharp con- 
test with the Edward, armed tender the Liverpool, which 
lasted more than hour. Despite the British blockade Phila- 
delphia was able bring the captured vessel into that port 
April 11. 

When the Effingham, which was assigned October, 
1776, became ice-bound the Delaware that winter, the young 
was temporarily forced into inactivity. But not for long 


would his restless spirit let him idle. now turned his 


attention land forces where commander company 
maintained his reputation for courage and skill established 
the high seas, while participating engagements Princeton 
and Trenton, and special aide Washington. Among other 
exploits, was among those who assisted the General that 
famous crossing the Delaware, Christmas eve, 1777. 
Returning his former command, conducted series 
quickly executed forays enemy shipping with much success. 
September, 1778, was ordered Boston command the 


Raleigh. Two days out port encountered two British frigates. 


Outgunned was forced beach his ship and set her 
afire, but not until after more than seven hours ceaseless 
fighting. March 10, 1783, aboard the Alliance, fought the last 
engagement the Revolution, defeating the vessel 
(Sybille) and two other warships after fighting for only 
minutes.

Government records and history books attest other, equally 
courageous deeds among which are listed his other experiences 
with the Alliance, the famous Revolutionary frigate whose captain 
was. was charge when carried Thomas Paine and 
other dignitaries the King France who donated six million 
livres (gold) buy supplies for, and pay wages to, George Wash- 
ington’s haggard troops. said Barry’s second wife, who lived 
long after his death, made teacaddy out the Alliance’s wood 
memory her husband. 

act Congress March 27, 1794, the navy the United 
States, consisting six frigates, was permanently formed. The 
following June President Washington appointed six captains; 
Barry, charge the United States, the first them launched, 
topped the list. His commission, signed Washington, was 
“Registered No. 1,” the ranking officer the United States navy. 
was also the first American officer upon whom the unofficial 
title was conferred. 

Commodore Barry continued the head the American navy 
until died asthma Philadelphia, his residence since first 
came America 1760, September 13, 1803. buried 
the old St. Mary’s churchyard Fourth and Spruce Streets. 
his honor statue erected Independence Square. 

Jack Barry was more than average height. was graceful, 
commanding, dignified, and unostentatious. His features were 
finely cut. The noble spirit that was secured for him the con- 
fidence the illustrious men the nation that time. 

Historians should not continue let sink into oblivion the 
name Commodore John Barry, the modest father the nation’s 
battlefleet. History books should characterize him unsullied 
patriot, and the magnificently courageous “Father the Ameri- 
can Navy.” But they should also state was great Catholic.

They See and Hear? 


Most teachers have, one time another, 
faced similar situation. After giving hours, 
perhaps days, patient, lucid explanation 
problem, they come face face with 
utter lack comprehension the part 
their pupils. such time they can 
sympathize wholeheartedly with our Lord’s 
disappointment His Apostles and may feel 
justified administering wholesale rebuke 
similar His. Before doing however, they 
would well think bit. Our Lord knew 
beyond the shadow doubt that His com- 
panions had eyes capable normal vision 
and ears capable hearing only they would 
stop, look, and listen.

Certainly these two senses 
are paramount importance school 
child and teachers should therefore able 
give simple tests determine their acuity. 
They should also have thorough knowledge 
the principles underlying conservation 
sight and hearing and should “sold” 
the necessity putting such principles into 
practice. 


Poor Camera Poor Photographer? 


The eye has often been compared 
camera. Visual memory could therefore 
likened photograph album, for are 
filed for reference our interpretations visual 
sensations. When anything prevents camera 
from taking clear-cut picture, 
foggy photograph which would value 
album, results. Similarly, child who 
sees only blurred, foggy images will have 
nothing but hazy, blurred memory them. 

When camera produces ruined pictures 
time after time, its owner rightly decides 
that something wrong either with the 
camera with his manipulation and 
takes steps determine the cause the 
trouble. teacher should follow the same 
procedure one her pupils comes time 
after time with complete partial lack 
comprehension. She should suspect that the 
child has defective sensory apparatus 
that she not managing that particular child 
correctly, and not suffer physical 
and emotional injury, time should 
lost locating the trouble. 

child whose memory contains only dis- 
torted images will dull all along the line 
poor reader, poor speller, poor 
writer, etc. One must bear mind the fact

that repeated failures, when child honestly 
perhaps with the lack 
effort the part teacher under. 
stand its may lead emotional 
and psychological maladjustments which 
turn lead problem behavior. 

photographer who has knowledge 
the mechanical structure camera 
the principles photography, not able 
determine the cause his ruined pictures, 
Neither can teacher who knows nothing 
the structure physiology the eye in- 
telligently consider the causes poor visual 
memory. 


Study the Eye 


The eye rests bony socket, protected 
above, below, and the sides bone and 
fat. The lids afford protection 
Between the eyeball and the upper portion 
the socket, the side toward the temple, 
gland which secretes tears. 

The eyeball itself has three coats. The outer 
one thick, tough, and whitish. opaque 
except for transparent portion covering the 
iris and pupil. This portion called the 
“cornea.” The inner coat extremely fragile 
and the part which contains the delicate 
nerve endings and fibers. known 
the “retina.” Between the outer coat and 
the retina layer vascular tissue which 
supplies blood the other two coats and 
the delicate ligaments and muscles control- 
ling the lens and pupils. This middle coat 
contains dark pigment which excludes all 
light from the interior the eyeball except 
that admitted the pupil. 

The colored portion the eye known 
the “iris.” can described curtain 
which incompletely covers the central portion 
the eyeball front. The part not covered 


the dark spot call the “pupil.” Elastic 


fibers the iris enable contract 
dilate the pupil, thus controlling the amount 
light which enters the eye. 

Just back the iris the lens, which 
focuses the light rays the retina. 
suspended ligaments which allow 
change needed order bring light 
focus upon the retina. 

The optic nerve connects the eye with the 
visual centers the brain. The retina 
actually weblike prolongation the fibers 
this nerve. The fibers the optic nerve 
meet and cross such way that the nerve 
each side carries impulses 
eyes. 


The process which see can 


lined very simply follows: 

Light rays enter the eye and are focused 
upon the retina. 

The retinal cells transform the 
energy into nerve energy and transmit 
the optic nerve. 
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The optic nerve carries the nerve energy 
the visual center the brain. 

The cells the visual center are stimu- 
lated and experience the sensation 
call “seeing,” visual perception. 

Anything which interferes with even the 
smallest part this process will produce 
imperfect vision. 


Faults Vision 

far the commonest form defective 
results from imperfect focusing light 
upon the retina, There are several conditions 
which interfere with proper focusing. The 
one most frequently found school children 
called occurs when there 
are minute inequalities the surface the 
cornea which bend and distort the light waves 
such way that their focal points vary, 
some pointing the retina, some behind 
and still others front it. 

Sometimes slight abnormality the 
shape the eyeball causes trouble. 
too long, the focal point falls front 
the retina and object must held 
near the eyes seen clearly. If, 
the other hand, the eyeball too short, 
the waves will focus behind the retina and 
order see distinctly one must hold 
objects distance. Less commonly, the 
trouble may within the lens itself. 

Such defects usually can remedied 
glasses, once they are recognized. Every 
teacher should know how give simple 
tests detect their existence, and should 
use all her influence with parents bring 
about early correction them. 

Most teachers are familiar with the type 
charts used such tests. school prob- 
ably could obtain copies them through 
optometrist. not, they may 
purchased nominal cost, from the Society 
for the Prevention Blindness, 1790 Broad- 
way, New York City. the children 
tested are not familiar with the letters the 
alphabet, this fact must mentioned, 
special cards are provided for them. Full di- 
rections come with the charts and with little 
practice anyone should able determine 
whether not child has normal vision. 

Sometimes the muscles which control the 
movements the eyeball not co-ordinate. 
When this happens the images from the two 
eyes will not superimposed upon each 
other properly and blurring, even doubling, 
the final image, results. When the muscular 
eyes” “wall eyes” easily recognized, 
but frequently not perceptible 
detected only when correction faulty 
vision attempted. These muscular imbal- 
ances frequently follow infectious diseases 
Severe sinus infections. 


Signs Trouble 
There are several signs which should lead 
teacher suspect defective vision. Chronic 
inflammation the lids and eyeball, repeated 
Styes, well frequent attacks head- 
ache, dizziness, and nausea, are often caused 
the eyestrain which accompanies poor 
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vision. Squinting and holding objects very 
near the eye arm’s length are all danger 
signals. 

Some children who consistently transpose 
letters words, “g-r-i-l” for “g-i-r-l” 
spell words backwards, for “w-a-s” 
may victims bad eyesight muscular 
trouble and certainly should have their vision 
checked. 

defect often forgotten teachers 
color blindness. When otherwise docile 
pupil persistently colors objects some absurd 
incongruous color, better suggest 
that their perception shades and tints 
tested than brand them with “stub- 
born” label. 

Teachers should know how remove small 
objects from the eye. nurse doctor 
usually will willing instruct one the 
technique rolling back eyelid and 
searching for offending object. Once lo- 
cated, particles should removed gently 
means moistened bit cloth, cotton, 
cleansing tissue. Needless say, the moisten- 
ing should done with clean water, not 
saliva. 

addition the chronic inflammations 
accompanying eyestrain, there are acute in- 
flammatory conditions the eye which re- 
quire expert medical attention. child with 
one these acute conditions should ex- 
cluded from school until medical advice has 
been received, for some them are highly 
contagious and may result blindness 
neglected. 

Occasionally child who has never before 
shown signs visual difficulty will begin 
complain that “can’t see well.” Certain 
visual fields will obscure and there may 
areas blindness. time should lost 
these symptoms may the first signs given 
tumor the region the optic nerves. 
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Defective Sound Track 


Have you ever seen movie whose picture 
was perfect focus but whose sound track 
had gone bad, that instead words and 
music you heard unintelligible jumble 
sound from which only occasional word 
phrase came clearly? child with de- 
fective hearing much the same position. 
may see things clearly, but hear only 
occasional words phrases that are intelli- 
gible can recognized. Such child cannot 
blamed for lack comprehension. When, 
may well happen, defective vision accom- 
panies the defect hearing, you have 
pupil who may normal intelligence and 
who tries the best its ability, but still 
presents picture dull abnormality. 
such child neglected—either through 
failure recognize his defects through 
carelessness remedying them—he will 
most certainly become problem his teach- 
ers and his parents. 


Structure the Ear 


minimize the danger such neglect 
every teacher should trained recognize 
defects and give simple hearing tests. Each 
teacher should also know something the 
structure the ear and the way which 
works. Roughly speaking, the ear divided 
into three parts: 

outer ear which collects sound waves 
and directs them against the eardrum. 

The middle ear, which transmits the 
vibrations the drum. Transmission ac- 
complished means three tiny bones 
which span the cavity the middle ear and 
form bridge over which sound waves may 
pass. The middle ear connected with the 
upper portion the pharynx the eusta- 
chian tube and with the mastoid cells the 
bones the skull. 

The internal ear, containing sensitive 
nerve endings which are stimulated the 
vibrations sound waves. The auditory nerve 
carries impulses from these endings the 
auditory center the brain. The inner ear 
also includes the semicircular canals which 
help maintain our equilibrium. 

Between the outer ear and the middle ear 
elastic membrane—the drum. The 
first bone the group spanning the middle 
ear attached this membrane. The third 
bone fits into tiny window the wall 
the internal ear. 

Differences air pressure the three parts 
the ear are equalized means the 
eustachian tube and elastic membranes 
the dividing walls. 

The part the body call the “ear” 
reality merely portion the outer ear. 
The delicate, sensitive parts the middle 
and internal ear are embedded deep the 
temporal bones the skull. 

with seeing, the process which 
hear can summed very briefly 
follows: 

The outer ear collects sound waves and 
directs them toward the drum membrane. 

The drum vibrates, transmitting the 
sound waves the bones the middle ear, 
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which turn pass the vibrations the 
inner ear. 

fluid the internal ear set 
motion the vibrations. Its movement stimu- 
lates the delicate nerve endings this part 
the ear. 

The nerve endings change the energy 
the vibrations into nerve energy which 
then passed the auditory nerve. 

The auditory nerve carries this energy 
the hearing center the brain. 

The cells the center are stimulated and 
experience the sensation call “hearing” 
—auditory perception. 


Temporary Deafness 


Interference with any portion the process 
will result imperfect auditory perception. 
Some interfering factors produce permanent 
deafness, while others produce temporary 
impairment. Many cases temporary deaf- 
ness will result permanent impairment 
neglected. Most the conditions one meets 
the classroom fall this latter group. The 
fact should impress upon teacher the neces- 
sity preventing, possible, such neglect. 

The lining the canal the outer ear 
secretes substance commonly called “wax.” 
This times forms corklike plug which 
causes temporary deafness preventing 
transmission sound waves. The plug can 
washed out with comparative ease one 
trained the procedure. Under circum- 
stances should teacher attempt remove 
wax digging around child’s ear nor 
should she allow child so. Such 
liberties are reserved for those with special 
training. 

cold sinus infection may cause tem- 
porary deafness partially plugging the 
eustachian tube and interfering with the 
necessary equalization pressure the 
middle ear. This can become rather serious. 
Infectious material may travel the tube 
the middle ear, causing severe inflamma- 
tion there. neglected the infection will 
spread the mastoid cells. Any inflammation 
the middle ear mastoid cells which be- 
comes chronic forerunner deafness. 

The presence adenoid tissue the 
pharynx between the nose and throat may 
also cause deafness obstructing the eu- 
stachian tube. the obstruction continues 
over period time inflammation 
the lining the tube results. This may 
time cause deafness. Removal adenoids 
does not always relieve the condition, 
there may tiny masses tissue near the 
opening the tube which cannot re- 
moved surgically. Fortunately, they can 
removed few applications radium 
radioactive salt. 

chronic inflammation the middle ear 
may cause deafness interfering with 
the elasticity the drum membrane 
the membrane between the middle and inner 
ears. vibrations set sound waves are 
transmitted these membranes must 
elastic. chronic middle ear disease may 
also happen that the tiny bones forming the 
vibratory bridge will lose their ability move 
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freely upon each other and thus block the 
transmission pathway. 

Some perforations the drum result 
deafness, others not. the break, small, 
leaving the bony attachments intact, with 
sufficient unbroken surface about them, com- 
paratively small impairment hearing fol- 
lows. If, however, the drum split several 
directions and the unity the vibratory 
bridge disrupted, deafness will follow. per- 
manent break the drum is, however, not 
taken lightly, for increases the danger 
that infectious material will enter the middle 
ear. 

Some children are born with defective 
hearing. The causes congenital deafness are 
still rather obscure and the condition in- 
terests teachers only because often happens 
that the deafness not detected until the 
child starts school. 


Signs Deafness 


There are several things which should alert 
teacher the possibility that child 
deaf. Apathetic inattention one. child may 
able read lips and pick bit 
that goes the classroom, but will not 
hear enough keep himself interested and 
becomes apathetic and inattentive. 

child who always cocks his head toward 
speaker who fails understand when 
cannot see the speaker’s lips, should also 
suspect. 

Children with speech defects are frequently 
deaf. Deafness not always complete for the 
entire tonal range. child may deaf 
one frequency area, but normal others. For 
this reason these children hear only parts 
words and repeating what they hear, make 
only unintelligible series sounds. 
amount training will make such child 
speak plainly unless the hearing defect rec- 
ognized and remedied. 

Some children are shy and may refuse 
respond class for that reason. This should 
not, however, prevent the teacher from sus- 
pecting deafness when child merely looks 
her and refuses answer when questioned. 
Often such child becomes very anxious 
answer and shares actively discussions 
when near enough hear the questions. 
For this reason should not put “stub- 
born” label child until are certain 
that hear and really refuses respond. 

comparatively simple make rough 
estimate child’s ability hear. The so- 
called test” perhaps the simplest 
the various tests. child stands with his back 
the examiner. There should approxi- 
mately twenty feet between the two. mak- 
ing the test the examiner uses ordinary, 
conversational tone. The child closes one ear 
with his hand and repeats what the examiner 
says, then goes through the same procedure 
with the other ear. The distance from the 
examiner which the child hears distinctly 
will indicate roughly how well 
Normal children should hear eighteen 
twenty feet. 

another test loud ticking watch used. 
Normally such watch can heard when 
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held approximately four feet from the ear, 
The examiner stands back the child, 
holds the watch well over four feet from the 
ear, then gradually decreases the distance until 
the child says hears the ticking. neces- 
sary remove all other watches and clocks 
from the vicinity while giving the test, 
order avoid confusion. also wise 
have the child close his eyes during the testing, 
for the hand holding the watch seen the 
imagination sometimes interferes with the test, 

one suspects deafness only one pitch, 
possible check roughly using pitch 
pipe. The procedure would similar that 
the voice test. 

Before making any these tests the 
aminer should look into the child’s 
bit cotton overflowing wax may dis- 
covered and give clue possible 


Validity Tests 


The fact that child seems normal 
when tested one more these ways 
should not’ lead teacher decide against 
deafness when other factors indicate 
there deviation from the normal. Such 
tests are very inconclusive and value only 
when they are positive thus indicating deaf- 
ness. many things, daily observation 
means much more than one two inexpertly 
given tests. cannot emphasize too strongly 
the fact that, matter what the tests may 
show, every case suspected deafness should 
teacher should use all her influence with par- 
ents accomplish this and should not stop 
prodding them until she has the 
report. 

Some children are born with auditory 
visual defects, while still others develop them 
early. The development these defects into 
serious sensory handicaps often depends upon 
the length time they untreated. Many 
children enter kindergarten first grade be- 
fore their defects are recognized. This places 
upon the kindergarten and first-grade teacher 
the responsibility observing their pupils 
closely enough detect any abnormalities. 
does not, however, relieve middle and 
upper grade teachers similar obligation, 
for there are some children who slip through 
lower grade screening, who develop defects 
after leaving the primary grades. 


Teachers’ Responsibility 


Unfortunately, there are teachers who— 
through ignorance indifference refuse 
acknowledge such responsibility. Some, 
spite all evidence the contrary, refuse 
believe that small children can have serious 
auditory visual defects. Others argue that 
the duty parents, not teachers, 
observe their children closely enough dis- 
cover sensory defects. These also argue that 
even though they did find defects 
pupils they couldn’t take any steps correct 
them, why should they worry about it? 

Such reasoning may correct 
true that parents should detect defects before 
teacher does. But, unhappily many 
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families conditions are such that parents can- 
not—observe their children 
closely. This means relieves the teacher 
her responsibility, but rather adds it. 
She stands the place the parents during 
the time that school session and should 
try every way repair parental neglect. 

true that teacher cannot send 
child doctor clinic for treatment, 
but she cam use every bit her not incon- 
siderable influence persuade guardians 
parents so. 

The majority people deplore wasteful- 
ness. Some even become bit absurd 
our efforts avoid it, hoarding pins, paper 
bits string, “what-have-you.” 
Most teachers are very careful supplies 
and teach their children conserve them. 
Wouldn’t sad these same teachers 
should some day have stand accused 
wasting the infinitely more precious, God- 
given physical and emotional powers their 
pupils 

There may some who feel that em- 
phasizing the physical and emotional welfare 
children teacher relegates their spiritual 
and intellectual well-being place sec- 
ondary importance. can answer that objec- 
tion only one way. 

young child complex creature, with 
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certain physical, emotional, intellectual, and 
well-balanced adult the development 
potential powers must synchronous. De- 
velopment one two powers, with cor- 
responding neglect the others, will throw 
the whole organism out balance. teacher 
who stresses intellectual and spiritual growth 
but ignores the physical and motional fields 
will eventually find that intellectual and spir- 
itual growth has been hampered neglected 
physical and emotional defects. 

There may course, exceptions this 
Some children seem able develop well- 
balanced personalities spite incurable 
marked emotional defects. Investigation 
such cases, however, usually shows that the 
children were either the recipients excep- 
tional graces from infancy on, that they 
received very patient, understanding attention 
from parents and teachers. 


The Divine Physician 


The Gospels. bear ample witness the fact 
that our Lord recognized and respected the 
intimate relationship which exists between 
physical and spiritual well-being. Few miracles 
purely spiritual nature are recorded, but 
are told many times that restored and 
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strengthened spiritual health caring for the 
needs the body. healed the sick, fed 
the hungry, and comforted the sorrowful. 
giving child’s physical and emotional 
problems the same intelligent attention that 
she gives his spiritual and intellectual wel- 
fare, teacher merely following Christ’s 
example. After all, the body the dwelling 
place the Holy Spirit. Have any right 
neglect that body during the critical de- 
velopmental period and perhaps prevent the 
full development its beauty? 


Emotional Control 


Many are convinced that there 
definite relationship between emotional health 
and spiritual health. child who lacks emo- 
tional control usually ends complete spir- 
itual shipwreck. Can teacher then, neglect 
the emotional welfare her pupils and still 
feel that she adequately caring for their 
spiritual needs? 

seems that the answer both 
questions unqualified “No.” But until 
our teachers are more adequately trained 
the physical, mental, emotional, and spiritual 
aspects health, many them will refuse 
believe and the physical, emotional, and 
spiritual resources some our children 
will continue warped wasted.

Corporal Punishment the First 
Sallian Schools 


UPPORTED the pious Madame 

Maillefer, wisely counseled Canon 
Salle, and aided boy 14, Adrien 
Nyel established the first gratuitous school 
at’ Rheims, the parish St. Laurence 
1679. Encouraged success, later re- 
cruited three new teachers open second 
gratuitous school the parish St. James. 
This was truly wonderful work, but Nyel’s 
resources were meager that the success 
his valuable undertaking was greatly jeopard- 
ized. His endeavors would have come 
naught had not John Baptist Salle come 
the assistance the young masters. 
Salle met the problem providing living 
quarters for them renting house near his 
own, establishing them there, and giving the 
young men sort rule life. Here was 
that St. Salle unknowingly inaugurated 
the work for which Providence had destined 
him. 

Shortly afterward, order have still 
closer contact with the masters, invited 
them eat his own table and also con- 
ducted them eight-day retreat. 
June 24, 1681, despite the complaints his 
family and friends, lodged the teachers 
his own home. The final evidence his de- 
cision consecrate himself completely this 
work education the poor was the resigna- 
tion, 1683, his distinguished canonry. 

was much later that the first Brothers 
related Canon Blain, our earliest historian, 
the failures and difficulties which they en- 
countered school masters under Adrien 
Nyel before St. Salle had consecrated 
himself entirely the masters and the schools. 
was with very inadequate background that 
the young men had been cast among the un- 
disciplined, sluggish, and obstinate children 
the poor. They had been teachers without 
experience and preparation, guided only 
Nyel, who, though old hand school life, 
was miserably deficient the qualities neces- 
sary form leaders. “To direct school and 
teach class,” they admitted, “are more 
than one would both 
well, certain art and method are needed: 
mildness, joined with gravity, assurance, pa- 
tience, prudence, and firmness without sever- 
ity. The teacher must recognize those cir- 
cumstances which require one speak and 
those which enjoin silence. must also 
know how, strict justice, control the 
insolence and slothfulness the children.” 
The first Brothers continued: “It becomes 
doubly difficult task when one dealing with

these ignorant and crude commoners, badly 
raised, and tainted with characteristics in- 
herited from their parents.” 

The Brothers further confided Canon 
Blain how they finally, under such conditions, 
were forced resort corporal punishment. 
“The troublesome pupils remained uncorrected 
and unmanageable that the young teachers, 
finding themselves their wits’ end, were 
loss know what course follow keep 
such pupils Finally, ac- 
cord with the dictum Solomon and the 
general practice the day, they were forced 
impart knowledge and science with the aid 
the ferule and the switch. Blain remarks: 
“Perhaps, times, the teachers passed the 
limits justice, since occasions this 
kind difficult maintain happy 

The Instructors recruited Nyel, and 
many among the first Sallians, favored 
corporal punishment accepted custom. 
How could they have done otherwise? They 
had but recall their own childhood 
glance about other instructors, even those 
the secondary schools who wielded the rod 
matter course. Like Montaigne, they 
too could hear the cries beaten children 
and the shouts teachers, whose faces 
frightfully contorted like those drunkards, 
and who, completely overcome with anger,

Efforts St. John Baptist Salle 
Eliminate All Corporal Punishment 
Schools 

The Canon Rheims, seeing the young 
masters wield the ferule with little discretion, 
increasing rather than diminishing the disorder 
the school, pondered this sorry problem, 
and recalled his own experiences 
boy. was quickly convinced that true 
authority not founded humiliating cor- 
poral chastisement. was certain that slaps, 
cracks, and beatings are too often but 
outlet for the master’s anger, external show 
impatience, possibly, retaliation for 
some insult received. St. Salle easily 
understood that this too commonly employed 
means correction did good applied 
without reflection thoughtless fashion. 
realized that class makes progress, not 
because indiscriminate corporal 
ment, but because well-prepared lessons, 
interesting and lively manner, gentleness, 
kindness, and devotion. 

Since Nyel, distracted with his many 
interests, failed take time form his 
teachers, St. John Baptist Salle under- 
took their formation and guidance. first 
taught the masters conduct class 
ing the simultaneous method which, while 
promoting good order, suppressed noise and 
confusion and thus helped obviate punish- 
ments. conferences and private talks, 
Salle exhorted the masters patience 
and meekness; taught them certain peda- 
gogical procedures which would 
training children with minimum difficulties 
and conflicts. 

“Before reprimanding punishing,” 
used say, “it proper interiorly recol-

should noted that this time, John 
Baptist Salle could not directly forbid 
these young novice teachers administer any 
corporal punishment. However, 
best restrain them their use corporal 
punishment. did this inspiring them 
with great love for their noble calling and 
encouraging them see Jesus Christ the 
souls their charges despite their sometimes 
unappealing exterior. “In you there should 
evidence great affection for the souls en- 
trusted you that anything that might 
harm the sheep would for you matter 
concern; thus that the sheep are led 
love their shepherd, because they find 
him their solace and How can such 
beautiful doctrine reconciled with the 
picture the school master who, armed with 
bundle switches, goes about venting his 
anger, irritation, and ill humor upon the 
children entrusted him? 

Again and again the pious Canon warns 
against lack self-control. “Do not 
tempted strike pupil while you are the 
heat passion, for this contrary all 
good order. not reprimand without reflec- 
tion sufficient cause. assured, that you 
can never train your children better than 
edifying them, and repressing yourself 
every movement 


Codification His Doctrine the 
Rule 1705 


1703 1704, twenty years had elapsed

Now, after these twenty years, Salle 
set about codifying the Rules and Consti- 
tutions his religious family, the instructions 
and counsels which, part, inspired the first 
regulations the Christian Schools. later 
developed them his admirable book, en- 
titled The Conduct Schools. 

The oldest copy the Rule manu- 
script preserved the Municipal Library 
Avignon. the Archives the mother house 
there copy this manuscript which 
bears the date 1705. Georges Rigault 
inclined believe that this 1705 edition 
copy the original edition Vaugirard, 
dating back 

the chapter entitled, Manner 
Which the Brothers Are Behave School,” 
read: “They shall carefully avoid calling 
their pupils offensive names, and shall never 
address them otherwise than their real 
names. They shall particularly careful 
never touch nor strike them, nor repulse 
treat them rudely.” And that summarizes 
all that the Rule says about punishments.

Development Ideas Corporal 
Punishment the Conduct Schools 
1706 


The oldest copy the Conduct Schools 
manuscript the Bibliotheque Nationale 
which the date 1706 ordinarily ascribed. 
Counter the Rule, dated 1705, which, ac- 
cording Georges Rigault, dates back 
complete code penal law for 
school found developed for some thirty 
pages the Conduct Schools. Chapter five 
the second part, section two, deals with 
punishment with the ferule: When may 
and should used; the manner using it. 

“The Ferule,” the Conduct Schools ex- 
plains, “is instrument made two pieces 
leather sewed together; will ten 
twelve inches length, including the handle, 
and should end oval two inches 
diameter; the inside this oval should 
stuffed that shall not completely flat 
but somewhat rounded the outside.” 

Section three treats the whip (cat) and 
the rod, and enumerates the occasions when 
they may utilized: 

“The cat-o’-nine-tails stick eight 
ten inches length, the end which 
there are four five cords, each one having 
its tip, three knots. Punishment will 
administered with the cat for six specific 
faults, one which, for example, unwilling- 
ness obey. 

All this is, indeed, strange! While the Rule

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hardly mentions corporal punishments, for- 
bids blows and ill treatment, the Conduct, 
which appeared later date, dwells great 
length corporal chastisements. What hap- 
pened between the publishing the one and 
the appearance the other? How can this 
sudden deviation justified? 

Brother Martial André, writing the 
Revue Belge Pedagogie, advances this 
theory: Respectful remonstrances were doubt- 
lessly addressed the pious Salle con- 
cerning his prohibition punishment. 
careful examination the Conduct Schools 
1706 would seem suggest this. The 
Brothers represented their Holy Founder 
the impossibility governing classes without 
the aid the ferule the whip. The Holy 
Founder, was his wont, willingly listened 
their suggestions and Were 
not these instruments the “ultima ratio” 
authority? How else could one train the re- 
bellious, lazy, and indifferent? St. John 
Baptist Salle probably pondered these 
reasons, and out pity for poor, malad- 
justed children, temporarily felt himself 
forced make for the culpable indolence 
parents allowing recourse such 
methods correction. 

This opinion was shared Brother 
Lucard, who his assures 
that with respect repressive discipline, the 
Conduct, printed for the first time 1720, 
year after the Holy Founder’s death, as- 
sumes air severity which seems com- 
pletely opposed the principles the 
prudent and wise Since the Con- 
duct 1720 reproduces almost textually the 
manuscript 1706, save that makes 
mention the cat-o’-nine-tails, this theory 
Brother Lucard, who apparently knew nothing 
the manuscript the Bibliotheque Na- 
tionale, may, justice also applied the 
edition 1706. 


Precautions Demanded St. John 
Baptist Salle the Use 
Corporal Punishment 


Being unable prevent the usage the 
ferule and the rod, St. Salle surrounded 
with many precautions, conditions, and 
rigorous injunctions, render recourse 
very difficult and almost impossible. 

The Brothers may administer only one blow 
the hand with the ferule; sometimes 
necessary give more, two should never 
exceeded. The left hand should struck 
because the right used writing. The 
ferule should not used those whose 
hands are sore. 

All corrections, but especially those ad- 
ministered with the rod cat-o’-nine-tails, 
should administered with much moderation 
and presence mind. Ordinarily, more 
than three blows either should given, 
and sometimes necessary exceed 
this number, never more than five should 
given without special permission from the 
Brother Director. 

The third article the Conduct mentions

plicity conditions, what teacher could 
punish too frequently imprudently? 

Article four treats faults avoided 
administering corrections. The principal 
ones which must avoided are the follow- 
ing: the ferule must not thrown 
pupil for him bring back, nor should 
pupil struck with the handle the 
ferule, nor struck the head, back, 
the back the hand; nor must two blows 
succession given with the ferule the 
same hand, nor should the teacher leave his 
place administer the ferule, nor speak 
while giving it. 

Article five enumerates those persons who 
may give corrections. Every teacher may, 
class, use the ferule punish his pupils. 
teacher may keep either the rod the 
“cat” except the Brother who has been given 
charge them the Brother Director. When 
the Brothers need these instruments cor- 
rection, they must apply for them and the 
Brother charge report the Brother 
Director all punishments that have been 
administered the classes. Should any one 
Brother seem have need these in- 
struments too frequently, the Brother Direc- 
tor should investigate the reason for this 
too’ frequent use corporal punishment. 
Brothers under years age will not 
allowed under ordinary conditions, punish 
their pupils with the rod whip. 
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Article six deals with children who must 
must not punished. Giddy and light- 
headed children should punished little, 
because ordinarily they reflect little and 
short time after having been punished, they 
fall into the same fault. physical cor- 
rection their case would inefficacious, 
other means must employed, such 
extra assignments. Children who are almost 
always gentle and peaceable nature 
should not ordinarily punished, but efforts 
should made prevent their faults. 
Finally, small children and new pupils are 
not How the wisdom and 
goodness St. Salle are evidenced 
these numerous and minute details!

The classroom teachers play the most im- 
portant role the lives our students. They 
know them more intimately than any principal 
guidance specialists can ever know them. 
They have more opportunities observe them 
their classes, the home rooms, the 
activities, 

Therefore, they—not the 
should the chief guidance counselors our 
high schools. However, there are times when 
the principal must act counselor and there 
should perfect freedom the part 
students consult her, for occasional stu- 
dent may feel that for one reason another 
cannot and will not consult his class 

The principal’s role should rather that 
director the program; should her 
tesponsibility provide initial information, 
Incentives, and inspiration for her teachers.

She must provide the time for group and 
individual guidance and should make available 
materials for student and faculty use. 

She should assist the teachers planning 
and executing their responsibilities supple- 
menting not duplicating their efforts, and 
should aid them becoming increasingly able 
assist students higher and more con- 
structive plane.

The Foundation for Guidance 


Let begin with the one the easiest 
avenues student confidence his scholastic 
work. Could not arrange time for each 
teacher have individual conference with 
each student the class which she sponsors 
soon after the six weeks’ reports are given 
out? Before this conference each teacher. 
should have studied the student’s cumulative 
record, should know his and his record 
accomplishment diagnostic achieve- 
ment tests and his previous scholastic marks. 
She should know something each student’s 
background, his family, his home environment, 
his economic and social status, his physical 
condition, and his religious background. 
faculty conferences before marks are recorded, 
she would have learned from his teachers 
his conduct, his effort, his general attitudes. 

Armed with this information and with 
genuine friendliness and interest— and not 
with disciplinary penal motive she 
should able help the student analyze 
his own results: see why this mark 
low high and make plans for better study 
habits, better time budget for study, more 
limited social calendar, develop more 
co-operative attitude toward the school and 
his teachers. Whatever transpires that con- 
ference should held confidence; the 
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student should feel that his adviser and his 
principal, who usually shares this knowledge, 
are loyal him and any information 
confidential nature regarding him.

Group Guidance

For example, the first home room group 
guidance conferences should orient the student 
his own school, already knows 
its policies, then have open forum discus- 
sion reviewing these policies. The course

The question here is: the public school 
solution the main solution practical for 
Catholic schools? State aid? translating 
into Catholic terms: Diocesan aid. 
short, must some larger unit than the par- 
ish, collecting from the whole body, come 
the aid the weaker parishes? Obvi- 
ously might use preliminary way, 
improve the capacity poor parishes. 

Obviously immediate solution pos- 
sible along these lines but this chal-

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The Nature English Composition

What English composition? The diction- 
ary defines composition the act forming 
putting together, making up, fashioning. 
states further that composition the ar- 
ranging words form sentences, para- 
graphs, and themes, that is, the art practice 
writing. While the above definition ap- 
parently comprehensive, does not serve 
define precisely what English composition is, 
because not sufficiently clear and un- 
mistakable meaning. 


What English Composition Not 

Ability English composition commonly 
thought primarily terms the gram- 
matical and rhetorical accuracy the sen- 
tences and paragraphs written spoken. The 
words and phrases used, their organization into 
sentences and paragraphs, punctuation, capi- 
talization, and the like merely make the 
form language. The ideas that are expressed 
represent the subject matter, which com- 
monly designated the content language. 
English composition not mere form. 

The content language cannot sepa- 
rated from its form. Such activities repeat- 
ing sounds writing words that have been 
memorized not qualify language. They 
are exercises the use language symbols. 
the other hand, cannot formulate ideas, 
except very simple and concrete ones, without 
employing language symbols. Awareness the 
fact that the content language cannot 
separated from its form will clarify the defi- 
nition and facilitate the learning English 
composition. 

Our learning exercises employed compo- 
sition classes should support the belief that 
form inseparable from content. The inti- 
mate relation between the two not always 
recognized practice. The student who insists 
that knows the answer question but 
cannot tell implies the belief that content 
not intimately connected with form. The 
fact is, the pupil who experiences difficulty 
telling what thinks knows, usually 
has only hazy and unorganized ideas ex- 
press. English composition does not consist 
only ideas.

Three helpers come our aid 
the process formulating ideas and rep- 
resenting them language. They are gram- 
mar, rhetoric, and discourse. 

Clearness expression presupposes consec- 
utive, logical thinking. Discourse defined 
the first place, reasoning power faculty 
thinking and the second place 
formal orderly communication thought 
speech writing. Hence discourse com- 
prehends both formation and expression 
ideas. rhetoric understood the art 
expressive speech, especially literary prose 
composition. also defined the science 
effective speech. Grammar refers the 
manner speaking writing with reference 
grammatical rules. the science treating 
the classes words, their inflections, their 
syntax, and their construction. English com- 
position, then, the composite science 
getting ideas plus the art expressing them. 


What Composition Comprises

That ability English composition 
mean acquisition will conceded now.

For effective think- 
ing, speaking, and writing about his environ- 
ment and the various aspects his personal, 
social, and economic life, essential the 
first place that the student equip himself with 
ideas.

For long time have been engaged 
high school and college education. Into the 
interstices fairly active life have 
managed insert military and civilian teach- 
ing; grade school, high school, and college; 
part-time classes, correspondence courses; 
editorial work college publications, more 
the same Catholic and secular magazines. 


May mention (with becoming shame) that 
have conducted debating clubs, speaking 
sessions for businessmen, current history get- 
togethers for high school teachers? ac- 
quaintance with American English history 
with many sources and marks more than 
generation’s passing. Along with many other 
concerned souls asking what has hap- 
pened English these atomic states? How 
why did fall into such condition 
disreputable ineptitude? 

recent years have been dealing with 
college students. Year after year, they have 
come the final stage their education with 
less and less adeptness for putting their 
thoughts into words. High schools place the 
blame grade schools. The colleges contend 
that grade schools and/or high schools have 
advanced poorly trained soldiers. From an- 
other group professional critics comes 
variety teaching theories: (1) since gram- 
mar logic, should taught college 
where presumably the mind suited the 
work; (2) grammar should taught through 
concentration and drill grade school; (3)

another group altogether, the group which 
pleads that grammar taught somewhere!

Language has become stilted and 
mealy mouthed the one hand slopped, 
elided, slurped the other. 

Today English world language. must 
have the logic, the sharpness, and the verve 
Latin had the days the Empire. Amer- 
ican statesmen, products the school care- 
lessness, speak without thinking, write without 
counseling. They were poorly prepared the 
beginning, grade school, and their disin- 
tegration was never corrected. Orations (if 
have them this harried age) commonly 
become deteriorations.

Speech Correction Catholic Schools

diocese which there was recent survey 
speech and hearing, there were 3075 pupils. 
these children, 236 had some definite, 
more less serious, defects speech. There 
were represented both organic and functional 
problems, problems breathing, voice pro- 
duction, articulation, resonation, rhythm, and 
rate. Such problems are typical any sizable 
group youngsters. They are the speech 
difficulties almost any classroom teacher will 
find among her pupils. For that reason, 
think will practical for outline 
general way these speech defects, giving 
their definitions, descriptions, 
causes. later articles plan discuss 
each speech difficulty detail and offer sug- 
gestions for remedial procedures. 

Breathing difficulties would include the 
inability get enough air into the lungs 
for speech purposes and the inefficient use 
the air even when the capacity sufficient. 
Gasping, shoulder movement, speaking and 
reading with poor phrasing, tiny voice, are 
some the evidences poor breathing. 
Even stuttering may affected breath- 
ing habits. 

Problems voice probably are less fre- 
quently found among children than among 
adults. They include the speech troubles that 
arise from pathological conditions the 
larynx and from misuse the vocal appa- 
ratus, such abnormal pitch and strain 
the production sounds. Sometimes such 
troubles are psychogenic. 

Articulation troubles include baby talk, 
sound substitution, “tongue tie,” lisping, and 
generally indistinct speech. Baby talk, in- 
fantile perseveration, often considered “cute” 
mama and papa definitely handicap 
for “baby” his relations with his teacher 
and fellow pupils. just what the name 
suggests, “baby talk.” touldn’t tum tool

Problems resonation are problems 
voice quality.

The imbalance 
oral, nasal, and throat resonance gives nasal, 
rough, harsh, husky, otherwise inadequate 
voice. Often unpleasant voice quality 
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the result improper use the vocal 
apparatus, constant use pitch ab- 
normally high low for the individual, 
the habitual straining achieve balance 
incorrect and inefficient means; for example, 
use the extrinsic muscles the throat 
instead the intrinsic, and the use muscle 
tension compensation for poor breathing 
habits. 

call rate difficulties those too rapid, 
too slow, too unvaried tempo. Too rapid 
rate often indicates nervousness, tension, poor 
emotional tonus, lack realization the 
meaning what being spoken. Too slow 
rate often the result stolidity, off-size 
structure the speech mechanism, vo- 
cabulary lag, the case oral reading, 
unsatisfactory eye movement. Too unvaried 
rate could indicative the absence 
comprehension and judgment meaning. 

The greatest problem rhythm stutter- 
ing. blocking and repeating, spasms the 
musculature breathing, vocalization, articu- 
lation, resonation are often noticeable. 
Authorities are not agreed what the 
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exact cause stuttering. Much evidence 
points the probability that the ex- 
pression psychosomatic difficulties. The 
stuttering little folk, unaccompanied 
external mannerisms called primary stutter- 
ing, while that more advanced pupils and 
adults, accompanied unpleasant facial and 
bodily movements called secondary. The 
therapy differs for the two kinds stuttering. 

Organic speech problems are such arise 
from conditions like cleft lip palate, in- 
jury the brain central nervous system, 
impairment hearing. When proper surgical 
and medical measures have been taken early 
enough, children with such handicaps usually 
can educated the ordinary classroom. 
However, there often remains the necessity 
extra work speech. The child who has 
had cleft palate inclined speak with 
extreme nasality, distorting certain sounds, 
notably the plosives, 

The spastic athetotic child (different 
types the cerebral palsied) often has 
characteristic motor speech difficulties. The 
aphasic child shows trouble getting symbols 
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one kind another. The hard hearing 
child! finds difficult get nice 
tion sounds, and often appears dull and 
stubborn.

The 
children hear and imitate the faulty sounds 
all times except when school and even 
there great extent.

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Model Rural School 


Many descriptions have appeared new 
schools the making. Here report, 
retrospect, new building which has been 
use for more than two years.
